Parly scored a smashing victory in the 
provincial elections yesterday^ obtaining 
56% of the popular vote. 

The Liberals captured 03 out of 95 scats 
for a clear majority. The Union Nationale 
Opposition, on the other hand, took only 31 
scats, while one independent was elected. The 
Socred-leaning Action Liberate Notionale 
failed to capture a scat. 

This compares with the 1060 elections, 
when the standings were: Liberals 54, Union 
Nationale 40, and Independents 1. 

OE the 18. rl^ngs on Montreal Island, 14 
elected Liberals, two f7nton Nationale, and- 
one independent , 



• Both Prime Minister Lesage and Opposition 
Leader Johnson won handily in their ridings, 
as did Natural Resources Minister Rcn6 Lèves- 
que. Moreover, all cabinet ministers won 
with the exception of Trade and Commerce 
Minister -Rouscau. Attorney-General -Georges 
Lapalme won early in the night by the biggest 
majority he ever attained. 

In. island ridings. Liberal Speaker Richard 
Hyde polled 13,000 votes in Wcstmount-St 
George compared to 4,000 by his anti-national- 
ization opponent, Richard Hoiden. Liberal Paul 
Earl won in Notre-Dame-de-Grace by 31,000 
votes. Claire Klrkiand-Casgrain polled a smashs 
' ing 70,000 votes in Jacqucs-Carticr riding. -

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Victory And Responsibility 

The victory of the Liberals, under Premier Jean 
Lesage, has placed this party in a position which they 
have not . enjoyed in over two decades. They will ob- 
viously interpret their victory as a mandate to under- 
take the immediate nationalization of Quebec's power 
companies. With a majority in the Legislative Assembly 
of more than two seats to one, they are in a position 
to carry out any promise made during the campaign, 
and the citizens of Quebec will be watching' to see 
how they perform. 

Two promises were made by Premier Lesage and 
his party which must be implemented. In 1960, Article 
2 of the Liberal manifesto stated that they would if 
elected provide for free education at all levels Includ- 
ing University. Much has been done to improve the 
position of higher education in Quebec. Much remains 
to be done. Premier Lesage has shown sincere concern 
for the natural resources of Quebec and their develop- 
ment. Surel/ this province has no resource more Im- 
portant than its students. We look forward to a sub- 
stantial increpse in the . loan and scholarship funds 
which the, province, makes available 'to university 
students. . %' 

The second promise which must be fulfilled con- 
cerns the redistribution of seats in the Legislative As- 
sembly to give Montreal's' two million people the voice 
they deserve In the governing of Quebec. Now Premier 
Lesage can no longer claim that he lacks the needed 
majority. He has spoken of Quebec's emergence Into 
the twentieth century. The twentieth century will be 
remembered as the era of grov/ing Democracy. Demo- 
cracy cannot really come to Quebec as long as some 
people have ten times the voting strength of others. 

The Liberal party, of Quebec has been given a 
powerful mandate. However with that niqndate goes 
a serious responsibility. The National Union . Party was 
repudiated by the people of Quebec partly because 
these people will no longer tolerate the corruption 
which has -marked Quebec politics for far too many 
years. These same people could, just as easily and 
readily, repudiate a Liberal party which goes back 
on its promises. The next four .years should be years 
of unprecedented growth and progress for Quebec. We 
congratulate Premier Lesage and his party members 
on their, great victory. \ye hope they will merit this 
vote of confidence. 

A Reminder 

The constitution of the Students' Society requires 
that, "at least once in each term" an open meeting be 
held to discuss matters of interest to the student body, 
and vote on any proposed changes to the constitution 
of the Students' Society. Such a meeting - should be 
called when It can be given the publicity which it 
nierits. On November 30, the Daily will cease publica- 
tion for this term, and this requires that the date of the 
open meeting|^be announced as quickly as possible. 
Many important Issues are scheduled to be decided 
this term, and they cannot be properly decided if they 
are not given adequate publicity. The meeting should 
be called now. 



New Democrat 
Raps Coverage 

Dear Sir : • 

I would like to^ make fome 
critical commehts . regarding the 
reporting in Friday's Daily of 
tlie talk given by Douglas. Fisher 
to the campus New Democrats. 
-Apart from the headline ("NDP 
Supports PC's Purely On Prin- 
ciple") which imaclu-of tensa< 
tionalism and misrepresents the 
text of Mr. Fisher's ..speech, the 
story contains seventt serious er- 
rors which I would like to cor- 
rect 

The Y)a.\\M reporter misquotci 
Mr. Fisher as saying the New De- 
mocrats voted "against the re- 
cent Liberal motion of non-confi- 
dence". Moreover, the reporter 
writes towards tlie end of his 
story : "As to the New Demo- 
crats' recent refusal ~to join a 
Liberal motion to defeat the go- 
vernment. Fisher explained that 
the support would have been ex- 
tended, but for a Social Credit 
amendment advocating 'debt-free 
money'." Again the reporter has 
Interpolated his own mis-inform- 
ation. I feel it is important' Uiat 
the facts be presented accurate- 
ly. , 

On Tuesday, November 6, the 
House of Commons was faced with 
a Liberal motion of non-confi- 
dence presented in the form of 
an amendment which read : "This 
House is of the opinion that the 
emergency austerity program of 
tariff surcharges and tight mo- 
ney introduced on June 24 of 
this year be stopped at once." A 
motion put forth by the Social 
Credit was also before the House 
and it read: 'That the amend- 
ment be amended by adding the 
following at the end thereof : 
'and replaced with a policy of 
debt-free money and construct- 
ive proposals to foster balanced 
domestic economy and balanced 
international trade." (both quo- 
tations are from Hansard, the 
House of Commons Debates). 
Thus the House was faced with 
two decisions : a Liberal non- 
confidence motion in the form of 
an amendment, and a Social Cre- 
dit sub-amendment which advo- 
cated Social Credit monetary 
theory. • 

According to Parliamentary 
procedure;^ votings on the sub- 
amendment- <SociaI .Credit mo- 
tion) took place first. The Social 
Credit were surprhicd, to find 
they were joined by the Liberals 
oh tUs vote, with the -liberals 
Justifying thch: voting for Social 
Credit theory by maintaining it 
was thefar duty- to overthrow the 
government at all costs. The New 
Democrats decided that support 
of the Sociar Crédit doctrine was 
contrary to their principles and 
voted against the sub-amend- 
ment, thus inadvertently saving 
the government. Following this

vote, a vote was taken on. the ori- 
ginal Liberal non-confidence a- 
mendment. Here the Liberali 
, and New Democrats voted in fa- 
vour of the amendment, and the 
Social Credit voted with the go- 
vernment (except for two Social 
Credit M.P.'s who broke Party 
solidarity and voted with the Op- 
position.) 

I hope this helps to clear up 
some of the public uncertainty 
which surrounds last week's 
events in Parliament. Also, whi- 
le realizing the difficulties in 
putting out a campus daily news- 
paper, and appreciating the fact 
that this year's Daitv is consider- 
ably improved over those of re- 
cent years, I would still like to 
chastize the occasional traces of 
irresponsibility and inaccurate 
reporting which appear in the 
Daily.

Pakistan Looks Forward

"in Pakistan thereMs d pre* 
dominant lack of congrulty 
between real and outward 
values," pointed out Dr. 
Charles Adams, Assistant Di- 
rector of the Institute of 
islamic Studies.- 

He made this statement dur* 
Ing « panel discussion, "The In* 
fluehce of the Orient and the 
Occident in Pakistan'V presented 
by WUS and ISA last night His 
fellow panelists Included Dr. 
Moore, Dr. W.C. Smith, director 
of the Institute of Islamic- Stud* 
les, Zafar Ansarl, and S. Malik. 

Dr. Adams went on to discuss 
this point in greater detail, say- 
ing that the impact of the West, 
while it appears to bo profound. 
Is in effect superficial as yet 
The main part of the population 
is still living as its ancestors 
had for generations — as farm- 
ers and agriculturally-dependent 
villagers. 

Modernity Superficial 

Only a small group reflects 
the Influence of modernity, yet 
these people are so bound to 
their Muslim. tradition that even 
they iîavë not become truly 
westemteed. Theh: attitude Is 
reflected in the statement "We 
must become 'a modem state — 
In a way that will allow urto 
remain true to our heritage of 
Islam." 

Dr. Moore criticized the Idea 
' that the so«alled "Western bless- 



ings" were vital to life in Pa- 
kistan, pointing out that Muslim 
culture performs a vital function. 
He said that our most important 
task in understanding this coun- 
try is the comprehension of Its 
social and cultural heritage. 

Just to be "mischievous". Dr. 
Smith criticized the tiUe of the 
semin^, pointing out that it is 
not "Occidentalism" that was in 
question, but modernization. 

Islam Important 

Ansarl then pointed that Islam, 
"the raison d'etre" of Pakistan, 
had been dealt with much too 
lightly. Accordingly, he stated 
that "we are faced with the assl-
